Re£':rL''din.g  the  vitclL  statistics  of  the  Urbcin  District,  according 
tc  ohe  Registrar  G-eneral  the  estimated  resident  population  has  fcillen  from 
3,S20  in  195d  to  3, SCO  last  year.  The  live  birth  rate  of  9=2  is  just 
slightly  losver  thai  that  for  the  previous  year  and  is  considerably  lower 
than  that  for  BnglcJid  & laics.  It  lias  to  bo  noted  that  whilst  the 
illigitimate  birth  rate  has  been  relatively  high  during  the  years  1956  to 
I95B,  l^st  y.ar  it  was  considerably  higher  (I7I  per  1,000  live  births). 

The  r.-.te  for  the  adrfjinistrative  Councy  of  Devon  as  a iThole  during  1958 
was  L2. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  maternal 
causes,  nor  did  any  infant  under  tho  age  of  1 yoar  die  during  the  year. 

'The  srandardised  death  rate  of  10.8  W8.s  the  saiue  as  that  for  1958- 

The  incadence  of  notifaable  infectious  disease  was  lovv  and  of 
the  10  c„3es  of  Pxieumonia  v/hich  occurred,  6 i/ere  in  persons  over  the  age 
of  &5.  1 am  pleased  to  record  that  there  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis, 

niphtheria,  B^-senten''  or  Food  Poisoniiig  notified  during  the  year.
